Aussie stunt legend 
Robbie Maddison did 
a great impression of Jesus 
Christ when he miraculously 
walked his chook chaser 
over water at Tahiti’s deadly 
Teahupo’o surf break. 

A self-described “surfer 
at heart”, Maddo came up 
with the idea, but it was 
bloody hard to make it 
a reality. He and his crew 
reckon they sank bikes 
30 to 40 times before they 
finally developed a set-up 
that’d make the stunt a goer. 

Basically, they had to 
keep changing theangle 
of the skis fitted to the bike, 
and the number of paddles 
attached to the rear wheel, 
which powered the chookie. 

Maddison practised 
riding the waves on a jet ski 


to get used to the break, 
plus he strapped on a 
flotation vest in case it all 
went to hell. That didn’t 
stop him dislocating a 
shoulder after launching 
off a wave, though. 

“This project has a lot 
of the same danger as all 
of my other stunts, plus I’m 
really afraid of coming out 
here and drowning,” he said 
just before his historic run. 

His first attempt at bike- 
surfing saw him sink, the 
second was fine until he 
tried to get his moto onto 
a landing barge, and his 
third go was perfect. 

Maddo didn’t care, 
staying on to catch a bigger 
wave — a decision that 
came close to getting him 
killed when he wiped out!

The Man From 
UNCLE is a very 
different kind 
of acting 
because the 
locations and 
props are real. 

How different is 
that from green 
screens? 

You have to 
learn a different way with 
effects and green screen. 

You have to relearn how to 
live within your mind’s eye. 
You’re sitting on an apple box 
and I’m sitting on a bunch of 
green pillows and they say, 
“OK, lounge back like you’re 
sitting on a sofa.” 

Did you have any dangerous 
moments on the set? 

No real dangerous moments 
because everything is so 
controlled. There’s lots of 
money involved and the last 
thing you want is a bloody 
actor dying on your set, 
because that changes 
everything. There’s been 
some moments where 
you’re uncomfortable, sure. 
What’s the best mishap? 

At one point Armie Hammer 
is trapped under waterand 
my swim is about 30-plus 
feet to get to him. When I get 
to him I need to go 20 feet 
up, carrying him. He’s got a 
weight on his toe, which he 
hilariously didn’t actually let 
goof the first time. Until you 
get comfortable holding 
your breath underwater it 
can get really bad because 
we weren’t wearing goggles 
oranything.Thesafety 
diver’s in the pool but if 
you inhale the water it’s 
not a great feeling. You’re 
panicking and you can’t get 
to the top and can’t see the 
safety diver try and put 


something in 
your mouth and 
you’re trying 
not to swallow 
water at that 
stage. They 
say drowning 
is supposed to 
be quite cool, 
though. 

How about 
just general 
scrapes 
from fight scenes? 

You always get bumps and 
scrapes. It’s like going to the 
gym on a regular basis — 
you’re always going to be 
injured if you train hard 
enough. The nature of doing 
what you do is if you sell it 
hard you’re going to get 
bumps and scrapes. 

You were front and centre 
in The Immortals and Man 
of Steel. The Man from 
U.N.C.L.E. is much more 
about an ensemble cast 
with Armie Hammer and 
Alicia Vikander. Does that 
mean a bit less pressure? 

I don’t feel pressured. I’m 
aware of it but if you start 
focusing on pressure then 
you’re going to screw 
yourself up. It’s like saying, 
“What if I fail? What if I fail? 
What if I fail?” Then you’ll fail, 
you will f**k it up. If you’re in 
a more ensemble cast it’s 
more of an enjoyable thing; 
everyone’s doing the thing 
together. It’s not like, “Hey 
man, you’re the guy.” It’s, 
“Let’s do this together, let’s 
make a great story.” Real 
life isn’t about one person. 

It’s about a group of people 
or numerous people or just 
two people in a relationship 
of sorts — or more, if 
you’re into that...

After designing a 
robotic hockey referee, 
this futuristic bus imagined 
for Toronto’s public transport 
system was a piece of piss 
for Canadian whizz Charles 
Bombardier. The Xoupir bus

based on the Merc CLS 
class with a dash of Batman 
thrown in.

the room's to practice their assault. 

On May. 5, despite having released 
five people, the terrorists finally executed 
a hostage and dumped the body oh 
the embassy doorstep in front of TV 
cameras. With the desperate terrorists 
promising to kill the remaining hostages 
if their demands weren’t met within 
30 minutes, the SAS swung into action. 

At 7.23pm, watdied on live TV by 
millions, four-man teams assaulted the 
embassy’s back door and rappelled from 
the roof onto balconies^ blowing gut ^ 
vyindows with explosive charges. 
Screams, gunfire and more explosions 
were heard as the SAS cleared.the rooms. 
Inside, the terrorists opened fire ontheir 
hostages, killing one and wounding two. 


before they were shot 
dead. The^AS started 
evacuating hostages; 
only to find a terrorist 
armed with a grenade 
among their number. 

Unable to shoot for fear* 
of collateral damage, a 
quick-thinking SAS soldier . 
used the butt of his machine , 
gun to smash the man into 
a clearspace, then blew him 
away. Outside, tlge SAStied up 
hostages and made thejm lay 
face-down until each was 
identified; it was a good 
move because the surviving 
terrorist was trying to hide 
among tUem. The SAS 
became overnight legend's. 
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In 1993, US Army Rangers, 

Navy SEALS and Delta Force were 
sent to captureSomali militia leader 
Mohamed Farrah Aidid. But on October 
3 thjngs went balls-up when two Black 
Hawk helicopters were shot cfown, 
leaving crew stranded in the hostile city. 
At one crash site, two Delta snipers gave 
their lives — and killed 24 Somalis 
protecting four crew. More Delta soldiers 
and Rangersrepelled repeated atjtacks 
at the other site until rescued by a mixed 
force. Eighteen American troops and 
one Malaysian solder died, though the 
Souialis lost a staggering 1000 men.

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In 1941 the British Army’s No. I 
11 Commando launched an 
audacious plot to kill Field Marshall ^^Blf 
Erwin Rommel in his Libyan HQ. 

Here’s how one participant 
summed up the mission: “This 
attack, even if initially successful, meant almost 
certain death for those who took part in it.’’ 

Lieutenant-Colonel Geoffrey Keyes and 
his small band of tough bastards popped up on 
the German-held African coast via submarines. 
Finding nowayintothetargetbuilding,a ballsy 
commando knocked on the front door and, 
speaking German, demanded to be let in. He was 
met by a Nazi officer, who was shot. Keyes led 
the charge inside, and according to his Victoria 
Cross citation, flung open a door and was 
promptly shot dead by German soldiers. 

With the mission in tatters, the commandos 
retreated, with all but three killed or captured. 
The bitter irony was that Rommel wasn’t even in 
Africa, let alone at the villa. British intelligence 
knew that thanks to Enigma intercepts, but 
couldn’t tell Keyes, for fear the Germans would 
realise their codes were compromised.

Reinhard Heydrich was up there with 
the very worst of the Nazis. Not only 
was he deputy head of the Gestapo, he was 
the enthusiastic architect of the Final Solution, 
and was given the nickname “the Hangman”. 

He ruled in Czechoslovakia with an iron fist and 
rode around in an open-top Mercedes. 

That proved his undoing. Two Free 
Czech soldiers, trained in Britain by the 
Special Operations Executive and parachuted 
into their country in December 1941, took 
advantage of Heydrich’s arrogance on 
May 27, 1942, when they attacked his car. 

Failing to hit their man with a machine gun, 
one of them blew up the Nazi’s car with a lobbed 
bomb. Nothing if not tough, the wounded 
Heydrich staggered from the wreckage and gave 
chase, hurling insults as he fired his pistol at the 
escaping freedom fighters. For the next week, 
the Nazi, who’d suffered serious shrapnel 
wounds, underwent several operations 
before finally dying of blood poisoning. 
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In July 1942, WWII in ^ 

North Africa sounded 
like a David Attenborough 
doco, with the'Desert Fox 
aboutto kiJI off the Deserf 
Rats. Unfortunately, the 
former was Nazi Field 
Marshall Erwin Rommel, while 
the latter was the British 8th Aririy. 

But Major David Stirling’s new L 
Detachment — which would be called 
the.SAS a few months later — could 
change that if they went deep behind 
enemy lines to destroy Libya’s Sidi 
Haneishairfield, which was crammed ' 


with Luftwaffe fighters and 
transport planes. On July 2Q, 
under cover of darkness, 
Stirling andjiis men set out 
in 18 modified jeeps. Arriving 
at the airfield, they blasted a 
landing plane with theirtwin 
Vickers machine guns and v 
roared up the centre of the runway to 
let rip at planes parked on either side. 
After braving a storm of return fire ^ 
during a 15-minute rampage, the 
soldiers escapecf into the night. 

It’s estimated that they destroyed 
18 planes and damaged another 12. *

Rambo: First Blood II has a tiny bit in 
common with the reai-iife raid carried 
out by US Speciai Forces in November 1970 
on the Son Tay prison camp in North Vietnam. 
“Biueboy”, a 14-man team, wouid crash-iand 
their chopper inside the Son Tay compound. 
“Greenieaf”, a 22-man team, wouid iand and 
fight their way inside to support Biueboy. 
“Redwine”, consisting of 20 men, wouid hoid 
off the rest of the North Vietnamese army. 

And it kinda worked! Biueboy crashed at 
2.18am and secured the camp with support from 
Redwine because Greenieaf had ianded in the 
wrong spot, though they made up for their 
mistake by unieashing heii on a Vietcong 
barracks, incredibiy, oniy one American was 
wounded before they evacced, whiie some 200 
enemy soidiers were kiiied. The oniy probiem? 
Not a singie American ROW was rescued, 
because they’d aii been moved months eariier. 


The Popuiar Front for the Liberation 
of Paiestine, aiong with members of 
Germany’s radicai Baader-Meinhof group, got 
more than they bargained for after they forced 
an Air France piane to iand at Entebbe airport 
in idi Amin’s Uganda on June 27, 1976. 

Protected by the crazy dictator’s soidiers, 
the hijackers thought they were safe. Hoiding 
their 106 hostages — inciuding many israeiis 
— in a disused air terminai, they issued demands 
for the reiease of terrorists around the worid, 
and vowed to start executing peopie if their 
deadiine wasn’t met. 

The israeiis iaunched one of the most daring 
rescue pians in history. Fiying in three C-130 
Hercuies at 30m above the Red Sea to avoid 
radar, commandos ianded and brazeniy 
approached the terminai in vehicies meant 
to pass as one of Amin’s convoys. They went 
undetected untii they shot two sentries. Three 
hostages died in the foiiowing firefight, but 
within an hour the commandos iifted off for 
israei with the 102 other hostages aboard — 
aiso having destroyed 11 of Amin’s pianes. 


In April 2009, four 
Somali pirates tried 
to hijack the US container 
ship Maersk Alabama, but 
succeeded only in taking 
its captain Richard*Phillips 
hostage In a lifeboat. 
Shadowed by US warship 
Bain bridge, the pi rates 
threatened to kill their captive 
^UQlessthey were allowed to 
head for Somalia, where it was 
feared they’d ransom him off. 
SEAL Team Six flew some 
13,000km non-stop from. 


the United States and set up 
aboard the Bainbridge, which 
had acceptecl a 16-year-old 
pirate aboard for medical 
treatment and convinced his 
conspirators to let them tow 
the lifeboat with a cable. When 
* Phillips struggled with the 
pirates and a gun was 
discharged, the SEALS 
waited until they had a visual 
bn ^11 three remaining pirates, 
and unleashed theirsniper 
skilis,’killing the three men ' . 

instantly with single head shots. 
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In 1979, militant students stormed 
theUSembassy in Tehran, Iran, 
and took 52 Americans hostage. 
President Jimmy Carter authorised a 
kick-arse rescue mission for April 1980. 

The complicated plan involved 
stringing together assets from various 
parts of the army, air force and navy to 
land eight choppers and three C-130- 
Hercules in a secret and remote Iranian 
' desert location. From there. Delta Force 
and CIA operatives would storm the 
embassy, release-the hostages and 


fly to freedom. America, f**k yeah!' 

Except the mission was a total 
cl-usterf**l<. A dust storm meant two 
choppers went out of service and then 
another broke down. After deciding to 
abort, a landing Hercules collided with 
a chopper, causing a huge explosion 
that killed eight Americahs. 

The Yanks got the hell out of Iran, 
and Carter was hupniliated. The disaster - ^ 
directly led to the formation of dedicated 
special ops bad-arses SEAL Team Six. 

But Delta Force would later cover itself 


in glory, infiltrating Iraq and'Kuwait * 
during the FiYst Gulf War to knock out 
many of the SCUD missiles Saddam^^

-Hussein hSd aimed at Israel. 




In one qfthe most famous secret 
missions gone awry, an eight-man 
SAS team tasked with a secret mission. ‘ 
'inside Iraq during the First Gulf War came 
a cropper when it was detected by Idtals. 
Abandoning their heavy equipment, the 
men engaged'in a firefight with-lraqi 
troops before retreating to their 
infiltration point,*only to find that their 
rescue chopper hadn’t appeared. 

Running for the safety of the Syrian 
border, the team got separated into a 
group of three men and another of five. 

/In the smaller group, one SAS soldier 
died of hypothermia, while another was 
captured. Meanwhile., the larger.group 
hijacked a taxf, had a shootout with 
soldiers at a checkpoint and tried to flee. 



civilians and police, resulting 
in one SAS vyarrior being 
shot and killed, while another 
died of hypothermia. 

The remaining three were 
captured, joining the prisoner 
from the other group, with all 
the men reportedly subject to 
torture in Abu Ghraib Prison 
until their release at the end 
of the war. 

Only one SAS soldier escaped, having 
trekked some 290km to Syria. Bravo Two 
Zero, the team’s call sign, became the title 
of the commander Andy McNab’s (real 
nameSteven.Mitchell) memoir aboutthe 
ordeal, which became the best-selling 
military book of all time.

In their 
second fight Tate managed 
to extract herself from arm 
bars, demonstrated an iron 
chin and hit Rousey with 
ease, especially with the left 
hook (more on that later). 
Even for “Rowdy”, it’s hard 
to throw someone into the 
ground when you’re eating 
knuckle. Tate’sfailings are 
just as important to learn 
from; just about every time 
she tried to shoot in, Ronda 
ate her alive, throwing her 
judo-style with ease. So 
that’s best avoided. 












Rousey improves with every 
fight, so the rear naked choke 
she almost succumbed to 
against Liz Carmouche is 
something she’s probably 
worked on since. Still, it remains 
the closest she’s come to being 
submitted, and she actually 


looked in real trouble once 
Carmouche got her back. 
Rousey moves so strongly and 
quickly when she’s doing her 
ground work that she leaves 
herself open to counters, and 
this was the best one anyone’s 
ever put on her. 


GO ON STRIKE 


is a major weak point. When 
she trades with her opposite 
number, she’s still making 
some big mistakes — barely 
any head movement before 
or after the shot’s thrown, 
not constantly covering her 
chin, and not using her feet 
well to get into and out of 
range. Miesha Tate showed 
this up by landing left hooks, 
jabs and overhand rights to 
great effect in their second 
fight. And no matter who 
L you are, if you take a 

hard enough punch 
on the button, 
you’re out. 


Nobody can question 
Rousey’s ability to throw and 
submit her foes. But while it’s 
vastly improved, her striking

Busst by name, bust 
by nature... this is what 
David Busst’s leg looks like a 
full 19 years after one of the 
worst-ever accidents on an 
English soccer pitch. 

A freak collision by the Coventry 
City defender with two Manchester 
United players left his leg more 
bent out of shape than Bronwyn 
Bishop’s travel expenses. 

United goalie Peter Schmeichel 
vomited when he saw the extent 
of the injuries. Busst suffered 
extensive compound fractures to 
the right tibia and fibula, and needed 
counselling afterwards. Officials 
even had to use sand and water 
to clean the blood from the pitch. 

“I knew something serious had 
happened,” Busst recalled recently. 
“Something wasn’t in the place it 
should have been. I could see from 
the reaction of people around me. I’ll 
never forget Dion Dublin; he was just 
bent down with his hand on his head. 


the look of horror in his eyes.” 

Busst went into shock and 
avoided seeing how bad the injury 
was while he was treated on the 
pitch before being taken to hospital 
for the first of 26 operations. “I was 
in a lot of pain,” he said. “It was 
like it had exploded.” 

In his first 12 days he had 10 
operations and contracted MRSA, 
a dangerous antibiotic-resistant 
infection. “A lot of the operations 
were to clean the wound, flush it 
all out and hopefully it would 
start healing itself,” he said. 

Luckily, it did, and talk of 
amputation — something he was 
told would have happened 20 years 
earlier — turned to rehabilitation. 

Busst had to retire seven months 
after the incident on medical 
advice and now works for his old 
clubasdirectorof a community 
program. He still goes for 
challenges when he plays soccer, 
which leaves his dad cringing!
